>. “STAGGERING” TAXES. 

The piling of Federal and State tax 
duties and payments on each other is 
staggering, but in a wrong sense. En-- 
gineers ‘* stagger "’..by alternation, 
not by addition,:and that is the salu- 
tary ‘effect: of Controller Travis's 
postponement of the limit. for filing 
State ‘income.tax returns, but with a 
penalty of interest for the period of 
delay which he has not the power to 
waive. The approval of the separa- 
tion of the Federal and State dates and 
payments isso unanimous that the 
relief might well be made permanent 
by amendment of the law before the 
Legislature adjourns. The wonder is 
why it was ever thought desirable to 
pile this Pelion on the Federal Ossa. 
Taxpayers are not able to do this 
‘, Staggering *’ for themselves, as the 
real estate interests are now seeking 
to-do in order to relieve themselves 
from a like inconvenience. They are 
now’ co-operating with the intent that 
their business shall be ‘‘ closed ”’ on 
the Sth, 10th, 20th: or 25th. of ‘each 
month instead of being accumulated at 
the end, the. beginning, or the middle 
of the month. ‘The reason is that: it 
troubles -both ‘the traders, and the 
banks to deal with many things'as a 
total when they can be dealt. with as 
items ‘just as well and more ‘easily. 

There is:no such escape for those 
who must comply with the tax laws. 
But why should - not the laws be 
modified in this respect? The pro- 
posal is timely, for there are other 
pending proposals.” One is for the 
communication of information between 
the State and the United States re- 
garding incomes... If teeth are to be 
put ‘in the law in this manner, why 
should not something be done for the 
convenience of the taxpayers as well 
as the tax collectors? Neither the 
State nor the nation has need for’ such 
great sums as are paid on the tax 
days when they are so few. The 
State allows only a single payment for 
@ year’s income tax payment. The 
nation allows four, but one of ‘them is 
‘the same as the State’s: This cumula- 
tion of payments has some recompeénse 
for the banks, which are alternately 
starved and flooded with funds, and 
some of them are mere book entries. 
There is no such relief for the tax- 
payers, who part with their funds 
once for all when paid over. The State 
allows payment of realty taxes in in- 
staliments and might well make a 
similar arrangement regarding the in- 
come taxes, 

If the payment due March 15 were 
made.to fall on April 15, and if ‘the 
date for filing the returns were made 
different. from’ the Federal date,’ there 
would” be considerable convenience 
both in the preparation of the returns 
and in the payment of the funds. 
When ‘the ‘State requires the State re- 
turns to conform to the Federal re- 
turns, an opportunity to make them 
up after the Federal returns are filed 
would be @ reasonable accommodation 
to those harried and flurried F intri- 
eate calculations,

TALK AND WORK. 

Isn’t Governor Sprout -of. Pennsyl- 
vania rather epigrammatic than posi- 
tively helpful to his fellow-citizens 
when he_telis them that there is too 
much talk-and not enough work in the 
United States at present? **- The 
‘* American people learned to talk dur- 
** ing the war drives,’’ he says, ‘' and 
**some of them haven’t stopped.’ 
Was more work. ever done in the 
United States than in the time of the 
war drives? And talk is necessary to 
the health of a great many people. 
Governments, politica! campaigns, 
** banquets,"* to go no further, cannot 
be carried on without it. What is a 
parliament but a talkery? Like poetry, 
talk. is relieving to the talker. In 
every village and. city, wherever ar- 
ticulate-speaking men and women 
exist, are many, Many persons who 
must speak or they will die, die with 
all their music in them. 

There is a time for speech and’ a 
time for work. There is time enough 
for both. Still, if we consider the 
search for new sources of taxation, 
where could one be found more pro- 
ductive than a tax, a graduated tax 
with surtaxes, on talk? Of course, 
there would have to be ample de- 
ductions: and exemptions for. poli- 
ticians, after-dinner speakers, public 
forum orators, and Mr. BRYAN; but a 
talk tax. would be solid economically, 
easily collected and highly. productive. 
We offer the idea respectfully to Gov- 
érnor Sprout and to ail other ‘states- 
men. and speakers. A talk tax, honest- 
ly collected, would furnish so much 
revenue that the excess profits tax and 
the State and Federal income ‘taxes 
could be taken off the backs of a 
patient people.

TOLEDO, Ohio, March’ 12.—Jimmy 
Wilde of England, recognized flyweight 
boxihg champion of the world, proved 
his right to the title tonight by decisive- 
ly outpointing Frankie Mason of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., the American claimant of 
the title.
